lagement from Omniscience and 


cause Omnipotence iteelt to draw a 
long breath. 

In addition. to all the isucerated 
undertakings and in 
many more of almost equal or minor 
importance, Mr. Wilson, withont a 
symptom of faltering in the gigantic 
task, has taken on himself the duty 
of-formulating the ethical principles 
and political ‘considerations that 


shéald determine the hereafter off 


the international structure, for the 
protection of weak peoples abroad, 
the insurance ‘of relief tothe op 
pressed of every continent, the safe 
guarding of democracy throughout 
the world. He is concerning’ him- 
self with the geography of the Bal- 
kans,.with the {ate of the African co- 
lonies, “with the 
wrongs effected by conquest, with 
the: rectification of European fron- 
tiers and the roorganisation of En- 
ropean nationalities on the basis OL 
racial affinity and the justice of vo 
luntary choice, And so general is 
the recognition of the: vast new 
powers now concentrated in his re- 
prosentative ofice-- that his words 
on. these’ extra conxtitntionsl snbjects 
command respectin! attention wher- 
ever Civilization has ears ta hear. 

Such is the burden on ‘one mortal’s 
shoniders. . We are not now examin. 
ing ‘the. necessity of these successive 
steps in the concentration of power 
or criticising the President’s.way of 
employing the powers thug concen- 
trated. We are not now attempting 
to measure them for any purpose ex- 
cept the exhibition in bulk of the 
tremendoug total. 4 

The list might be greatly extended. 
If we stop hero, it is because we pre. 
fer to stop at Thirteen. If there is 
any ominous significance-in that num- 
ber, we are willing to let the whole 
scheme of fateful concentration, of 
socialistic transformation, of Federal 
government by commission, have the 
fall benefit of the old superstition. 

For assistance in the administra- 
tion of Brobdingnag the President 
has gathered about him a group of 
personally devoted or politically sub. 
servient men, ‘some of ability, some 
conspicuous for . incapacity to the 
verge of groteiqneness, but all’ do- 
minatéd by his will and more or less} 
merged in hig individuality. Never 
for 2 moment can there be doubts 
as to the exact location of the centre 
of concentrated power. 

At the climax of bis career Napo 
leon Bonaparte did not exercise & 
more commanding influence on the 
lives and ‘well being of the millions 
under his rule. He wag an unblush- 
ing autocrat. President Wilson is a 
lifelong democrat: who declared only 
five years ago that as a Democrat he 
resisted the concentration of power 
because he believed it to be'a death 
process leading to. the destruction of 
human initiative and human energy. 
He can be no socialist dreamer. Cer-" 
tain it is, however,that the death 
process, if continued into times of 
pesce,'menns also the destruction of 
that Government of distributed and 
balanced powers which the founders 
of the republic contemplated and 
which they defined in the Constitu+ 


tion under. which, we exist: asa 


nation.
